alternatives." Id. The compounds encompassed by Formula (II) as defined in 

• claim 3 meet the requirements for unity of invention because the compounds 

encompassed by this claim share a common activity as inhibitors of protein 
tyrosine kinases and also share a significant structural element, an /V,5-diphenyl- 
l,3-oxazol-2-amine core. Accordingly, it is requested that the Examiner examine 

j this genus of compounds in the present application.
